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odious laws which inflict discord upon 
our counlry, and have long been repro. 
bated by all humane and liberai men, may 
be altogether abandoned, and give place 
to such heaJing and conciliatory measures, 
KS shall restore to us, the benefits of do- 
mestic union and tranquility, efface even 
the remembrance of religious intolerance, 
*nd suffer not a vestige of it to remain in 
these islands. 

We therefore seriously do beseech this 
hon. house to repeal all and every the 
penal disabling and eiclusive laws, which 
ajrgrieve and injure the Roman Cathclic* 
of these realms, and to reinstate them ef- 
fectually in the full participation of all 
the rjg-hts and benefits of the laws and 
tonstitution of this empire, equally and in 
common with their fellow subjects, with- 
out any distinction of religious commu- 
uitm. 

After the Protestants withdrew, the Ca- 
tholics voted thanks to their Protestant 
brethreuj for their eiertions on their be-

PUBLIC OCCURRENCES. 

Died, on the 1st of this month, at Bal- 
litore, Lydia the wife of James White, 
Blaster of a boarding-school in that place.

But a rapid decline terminated her earth- 
ly prospects, and snatched her from her 
bcrsband, and friends. It is not in- 
tended bv a pompous display of her ma- 
ny amiable qualities to describe her cha- 
racler. Such a display would ill suit to 
delineate her modest and retiring virtues. 
She will long survive in the memory of 
her friends. Hers was, 

* A heart within whose sacred cell. 
The peaceful virtues lov'd to dwell. 
Aftection warm, aiid faith sincere. 
And soft humanity were there. 
In agony and death resign'd, 
She felt the wound, sheleft behindi" 
She was endowed with a sweetness un- 
common, and had a mildness lii her manner, 
and in her countenance, that bespoke 
evenness and amiableness of mind. As she 
grew up, her mind wis particularly turn- 
ed to compassionate the poof, often visiting^ 



in the cottages, and pr«cun'ng little mat- 
ters which she could obtaiii for them, suited 
to their necessities. She hid an extensive 
interest amongst aE ranks, but parlicuiarly 
the poor." 

flLRACHERS PRTITION, 

The progress of the bill founded on thi« 
petition has been thus announced by Sir S. 
Romilly : —

SIR, 

I have great pleasure in informing ypu 
that the bill to take away capital punish- 
ment for the offence of stealing from bleacii 
greens, and to substitute the punishment 
of transportation for life, or a shorter 
time, at the discretion of the judge, in it» 
place, has, together with some other bills 
for similar objects, passed the house of 
commons, and was yesterday carried up 
to the lords. What will be its faie 
t!iere,l cannot tell ; but as the bill was iu- 
debted for its favourable reception in the 
commons entirely to the petition which you 
transmitted to me, and as no notice Can be 
properly taken in the house of lords of that 
petition,! think it right to mention to you 
that a petition to theiords to the same erfect 
as that which was presented to the com- 
mons, would be likely to be attended with 
eitremely gotid effects. — The bill is not to 
be debated for some time, probably not 
for a month, or perhaps longer — whether 
tliat interval will allow of preparing and 
transmitting a petition, you can best judge. 
I shall endeavour to make the best use I 
can of the important facts mentioned by 
yt)u, in your letter of the 9th of last month.

may present it to the house of Lords.

A Bill to repeal sd much of an act , passed in the 
■parliament of Ireland^ in the third year of 
the reign of his present I^ajesty^ entituled^ 
" Ah act for the letter regulation af the limn 
and hemp.n manufacturss^^ as tahes atvaj/ 
the 6en^t of clergy frcm fUns anvkted of 
stealing cloth from bleaching grounds ; and 
for mart effectuallif preventing inch fehnies, — • 
Ordi.'red by the hiute of commons to he printed^ 
1th Marcht ISXl. 

Whereas by an Act made in the Parlia- 
♦nent of Ireland, in the third year of the 
reign of his present Majesty, intituled, 
•' Aj> Act for the better Regulation of the 
Linen and Hemp Manufactures," it is 
amongst othir tlungs enacted. That no 
felon convicted according to the course of 
the law and statutes ot that kingdom, of 
stealing of linen, hempen or cotton-yarn, 
or linen or hempen cloth, or cloth made 
vf linen and cotton yarnj or any materials 
pr utensils used in bleaching the tame, sr- 
bove the Value of five shillings, from of 
out o^ any bleachyard, budkhonse or 
workhouse thereunto belonging, whether 
the fact be committed by day of night, 
shall be allowed the benefit of clergy : 

And whereas the said Act has not been 
found effectual for the prevention of the 
crimes therein mentioned, and it is therty- 
fore expedient that so much of the said 
Act as is hereinbefore recited, should b^ 
repealed : 

And whereas it might tend more effec- 
tually to prevent the aforesaid crimes, if 
the ume were punishable more severely 
than simple larceny ; 

Be it therefore enacted, by the King^s 
Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
tdvice and consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this pre- 
tent parliament assembled, and by the au- 
thority of the same. That so much of the 
•aid Act as is hereinbefore recited, shad 
from the passing of this act be and the 
tame is hereby repealed. 
And be it further enacted, that from the

passing of this act, every person who shall 
be convicted in Ireland, according to th< 
course of the law and statutes Of that part 
of the united kingdom, of feloniously 
stealing' linen, hempen or cotton yam, of 
linen or hempen cloth, or cloth made 
of linen and cotton yam, or any 
materials ot utensils used in bleaching 
the same, above the value of five shtlUngS( 
from or out of any bleachyard, buckhouse 
thereunto belonging, whether the fact b» 
committed by iij or night, shall be lia- 
ble to be transported beyond the seas for 
life. Or for such term, not less than seven 
years, as the judge before whom any such 
person shall be convicted shall adjudge, or 
shall be liable, in case the said judge shall 
think fit to be imprisoned only, or to b» 
imprisoned and kept to hard labour in the 
common gaol, house of correction or pe- 
nitentiary house, for any term not exceed' 
ing seven years. 

BELFAST SBMDAT AKS liAKCASTRIAN 
SCHOOLS. 

i^he committee and teachers of the Belfast 
Sunday and intended Lancastrian daily 
Schools take the liberty of laying before thd 
public a 'statenient of the present condition 
of that Institution, as well with respect to 
the funds, as to the progress they have 
made iu bringing to maturity the objects 
they have long hiad in view. 

By a rigid economy, and the unwearied 
perseveranee of the members of this As- 
sociation, the Simday School has been car- 
ried on for upwards of nine years with 
gfreat advantage to a numbef of {>oer chil- 
dren, who Were ffrecluded from all other 
modes of obtaining education, and tint at the 
trifling average suih of =£37; 10 per aununj 
Of which £'■2,0 has been annually expend- 
ed for th6 rent of a school-room i so that 
the instructing of nearly 300 children has 
been effected at the small annual expense 
of =ei7 i 10. 

To give penhanence to the itiwitution 
and render it of that public utility re- 
quired in such a town as Belfast, it hai 
long been the ardent wish cf the persons 
concerned, to accomplish the building of a 
suitable house, and to graft on their sys- 
tem that of a daily school on t6e Lancas- 
trian plan. It is with great pleasure, 
therefore, they can announce that the li- 
berality of the public last year has ena- 
bled them nearly to carry this object uito 
effect, the house being now almost pre- 
pared for the reception of upwards of 
500 children, to be taught in the Lan- 
castrian manner, and the Sunday School, 
much incrffitsed in niimber, having ""^ — 
held ta it for som* fDrntlu paM. 
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The managers, in corresponding; with 
Mr. Lancaster, undtrstand from him that 
it is his intention to visit this town in July 
next ; and though they had: requested him 
to send a young than here in May, (or the 
purpose of opening and cftnducting the 
schoAl, yet on the prospect of Mr. Lux- 
caster's- presence sO shortly after that pe- 
riod, tlicy have desired him to defdr tend- 
ing any person, until lie C6n1es hiiftsdf; 
as they conceive the schobi may be com- 
menced more advantageously while' he is 
on the spot tH organize thd system, and 
arrange the details ; fiut should ah^ ca- 
sualty pi'event hi^ coming so' Soorif, the 
voung man is to be sent in Tuly at farthest. 

The maiAgers have great satisfattion in 
stating to the public that the' Suu«feiy 
School is" much increased, and" *elF at- 
tended, since xt has been removed tc the 
new hotisc ; 255 applicants for admission, 
toweverf Still remain on the books fot' 
v/ant of accomodations in desks and forms ; 
and no part of the lower story being yet 
finishetl,they will not lie able to admit all for 
njme tirao. 

When th« iniprpvemeiit ia the morSls of 
the children, and their bestowing educa- 
tion on those who ne-yer would by other 
means obtain it, are considered, the com- 
mittee and tcichers look with confidence 
for the continued support of their fellow- 
citizens in thtfirlacRjable undertaking: and; 
they hope tl>at such as have not been called 
ou last year, will evince by the liberality 
of their contributions, the sense they en- 
tertain of the iutpuitiUice of the object in> 
view, 

FrotH several circumstances the build* 
ing of the house was protracted till late 
last 5eusi!in ; and the schooi-rr)oin which 
they then otciipied being required &y the 
owners, lest tlio school should be disper- 
sed for want of accommodations, a cir- 
cumstance highly dangerous to the institU" 
tion, the managers were induced to harry, 
on the buihling, though by so doing they 
wore obliged to incur a eonsiderable debt^ 

lor funds to litjuidate that deist, to fit 
up the present school-room on the Lancas- 
trian plan, and to finish and prepare one 
end of the lower storey for a girl's school, 
the managers have again to solicit the 
;nd of a gejierous public, which has never 
■^'ft been applied to in vain for tile sup- 
port of any useful institution. 

The committee and teachers therefore 
I'.ope that the utility of both daily and 
•liiiday schools is so evident as to require 
little to be said on the subject, arid that they 
v'ill be fiiahlcd speedily to mature and 
pt'ifecl their plans, which bid fair ev«ij. 



tually to be of the greatest advantage t<r 
the rising generation.
